Scoliosis  Screening  -  The  Health  Center  will  screen  9*  Grade  students  for  scoliosis  during  their  gym  classes.  What  is 
scoliosis?  Everyone's  spine  has  natural  curves.  These  curves  round  our  shoulders  and  make  out  lower  back  curve  slightly 
inward.  But  some  people  have  spines  that  also  curve  from  side  to  side.  Unlike  poor  posture,  these  curves  can't  be  corrected 
simply  by  learning  to  stand  up  straight.  This  condition  of  side-to-side  spinal  curves  is  called  scoliosis.  On  an  x-ray,  the  spine 
looks  more  like  an  "S"  or  a  "C"  than  a  straight  line.  Some  of  the  bones  in  a  scoliotic  spine  also  may  have  rotated  slightly, 
making  the  person's  waist  or  shoulders  appear  uneven.

Scoliosis  Screening  -  The  Health  Center  will  screen  9*  Grade  students  for  scoliosis  during  their  gym  classes.  What 
is  scoliosis?  Everyone's  spine  has  natural  curves.  These  curves  round  our  shoulders  and  make  out  lower  back  curve 
slightly  inward.  But  some  people  have  spines  that  also  curve  from  side  to  side.  Unlike  poor  posture,  these  curves 
can't  be  corrected  simply  by  learning  to  stand  up  straight.  This  condition  of  side-to-side  spinal  curves  is  called 
scoliosis.  On  an  x-ray,  the  spine  looks  more  like  an  "S"  or  a  "C"  than  a  straight  line.  Some  of  the  bones  in  a  scoliotic 
spine  also  may  have  rotated  slightly,  making  the  person's  waist  or  shoulders  appear  uneven.

Scoliosis  Screening  -  The  Health  Center  will  screen  9*  Grade  students  for  scoliosis  during  their  gym  classes.  What 
is  scoliosis?  Everyone's  spiite  has  natural  cur\^es.  These  curves  round  our  shoulders  and  make  out  lower  back  curve 
slightly  inward.  But  some  people  have  spines  that  also  curve  from  side  to  side.  Unlike  poor  posture,  these  curves 
can't  be  corrected  simply  by  learning  to  stand  up  straight.  This  condition  of  side-to-side  spinal  curves  is  called 
scoliosis.  On  an  x-ray,  the  spine  looks  more  like  an  "S"  or  a  "C"  than  a  straight  line.  Some  of  the  bones  in  a  scoliotic 
spine  also  may  have  rotated  slightly,  malcing  the  person's  waist  or  shoulders  appear  uneven.

Scoliosis  Screening  -  The  Health  Center  will  screen  9*  Grade  students  for  scoliosis  during  their  gym  classes.  What  is 
scoliosis?  Everyone's  spine  has  natural  curves.  These  curves  round  our  shoulders  and  make  out  lower  back  curve  slightly 
inward.  But  some  people  have  spines  that  also  curve  from  side  to  side.  Unlike  poor  posture,  these  curves  can't  be  corrected 
simply  by  learning  to  stand  up  straight.  This  condition  of  side-to-side  spinal  curves  is  called  scoliosis.  On  an  x-ray,  the  spine 
looks  more  like  an  "S"  or  a  "C"  than  a  straight  line.  Some  of  the  bones  in  a  scoliotic  spine  also  may  have  rotated  slightly, 
making  the  person's  waist  or  shoulders  appear  uneven.

ISD  played  hard  in  the  Football  Sectionals,  showing  "Class  &  Pride"  fighting  to  the  end.  South  Decatur  controlled  the  clock 
offensively,  kept  the  ball  moving  and  pounding  our  defensive  unit  most  of  the  night.  We  stopped  them  at  times  and  offensively 
we  did  move  and  score  when  we  got  the  opportunity.  Turnovers  (fumbles  &  interceptions)  hurt  us,  too.  Robert  Haney  had 
another  hot  night.  He  rushed  21  for  211  yards  and  2  touchdowns.  He  also  racked  up  a  total  of  34  tackles  (22  solos  and  12 
assists).  Onye  Davis  rushed  some  and  got  a  TD.  Robert  Haney  broke  another  school  individual  record  for  the  season.  He 
rushed  a  total  of  1,600  yards  breaking  A  Andrew  Metz’s  1,498  yards.
